IT IS so mething o f a jo lt to be 
reminded that pediatrics, the spe­ 
cia lty of diseases o f children, is a 
very new dev elo pment in medical 
pra ctice. Dr. Isaac A. Abt, o ne 
of the leading representativ es o f 
tha t specia lty, tells us in his auto ­ 
biogra phy— fin h y Do cto r 
(pub­ 
lished by Whittlesey Ho use, No w 
York), tha t he wa s amo ng the

first in this country’ to cho o se such 
a field. When he discussed his fu­ 
ture with older do cto rs they tried 
to discoura ge him. “The diseases 
of children a re the special-y o f 
the genera l practitio ner. There is 
no future in pediatrics.” 
This wa s a t the beginning of 
the twentieth century. And since 
then the specia lty of pediatrics 
has grown into one of the 
mo st 
scientific bra nches of medicine. I 
a m inclined to believ e that after 
the specia lty of diseases of the 
eye it is the mo st scientific. This 
is pa rtly due to the fact that the 
pedia tricia n ha s such perfect co n­ 
trol over his 
patient. If yo u pre­ 
scribe a diet for a baby in a crib 
it is very likely that the patien t 
will get ex a ctly what you 
pre­ 
scribe. But if yo u prescribe fo r a 
forty-yea r-old pighead in a chair, 
he ma y follow the diet and he may 
wa lk down to the co rner and eat 
wha t he da m plea ses. 


Doctor a Fa mily Adviser 
The public is beginning to un­ 
dersta nd tha t the pediatrician is 
the fa m ily’s adv iser abo ut the 
child both in hea lth and in sick­ 
ness. Ex a mina tions o f a gro wing 
child a t regula r interv al* deter­ 
mine whether it is dev elo ping n o r­ 
ma lly. 
“ The child’s specialist,” 
writes Dr. Abt, “was finally reco g­ 
nized a s mo nito r o f the to tal o r­ 
ga nism. Why it wo uldn't eat car 
rots a nd when it should start tak­ 
ing pia no lessons were questions 
tha t could be put to him with as 
much propriety 
as what wo uld 
stop its cough 
and ho w lo ng it 
should sta y in bed. 
The wo rld 
sha king, or a t least fa mily shak­ 
ing. events in the life o f an infant 
—teething, walking and talking 
a re his regula r to pics o f discus­ 
sion a nd concern.” 


The grea t triumphs o f prev en­ 
tive medicine in children’s dis­ 
ea ses ha ve been the eliminatio n 
of the dia rrhoea l disease- by the 
use of clean and inspected milk; 
the prev entio n o f the nutritio nal 
diseases by scientific diet particu­ 
larly the inclusio n o f fruit juices 
and cod liv er o il to prev ent scurv y 
and rickets, and third, the prev en­ 
tio n of co ntagio us diseases by v ac­ 
cines, such a s diphtheria to xo id, 


who o ping cough, sca rlet ferer, 
typho id and sma llpox va ccina tion. 


Overcoming Prejudice 


No ne o f these things wa s ac­ 
co mplished 
without 
a 
fight — 
again st greed a nd prejudice and 
superstitio n. Da irymen back in 
19 00 tho ught pa steurizing and 
certifying milk involved too much 
expense. 
It to o k a long time to overcome 
the public's prejudice a ga inst in­ 
jecting “ serums” into a hea lthy 
child. 
Yet wha t a difference it 
made! 
Dr. Abt ma de a return 
v isit to Europe in 19 28 . In one of 
the children’s hospita ls he found 
the physicians looking unusua lly 
grav e. “ We a re in for a n epi­ 
demic of diphtheria ,” they sa id. 
“We thought we ha d the disea se 
stamped out, but yesterda y we 
had three new ca ses, a nd four to­ 
day.” 
Dr. Abt ha d seen nothing 
like that epidemic for 10 yea rs. In 
America diphtheria immuniza tion 
had beco me genera l pra ctice. In 
Europe the old prejudice® held it 
ba ck.
